More  than  two  million  people 
hurry,  hurry,  hurry  Little  people 
rushing  pell  mell  to  get  somewhere 
else.  They  snatch  a  sandtK'lch  and 
a  cup  of  tea  and  dash  off  some- 
where. New  York  ail  over  again; 
only  In  New  Yoit  thsy  eaoMtlmes 
sit  on  the  park  benches. 

Itels  scream  and  screech  night 
and  day.  Radial  cars  roar  In  from 
the  '  country.

Prospects  for  the  continuous  oper- 
ation of  the  big  plant  of  the  Victoria 
Cold  Storage  &  Terminal  Warehouse 
Company  appeared  exceedingly 
bright  yesterday,  when  It  was  an- 
nounced by  company  officials  that 
export  orders  for  salmon,  already  In 
hand,  would  give  employment  to  a 
considerable  number,  of  men  until 
well  Into  September. 

Yesterday  the  ooiapany  unloaded 
35,000  poaads  of  haUbnt,  the  largest 
single  shipment  to  be  received  at  the 
plant  since  its  establishment.

Joint  international  control  of  public  works  con- 
stnieted  frtth  Canadian  mm»9  ont^adlan  soli. 
Moreover,  what  Canada  proptiM.to  give  away, 
aa  w«Ui  U  free  use  of  the  St.  Lawrenee  River. 
Hieh  we  ahould  not  be  free.  There  should  be 
fees  or  tolls  lerled  aa  In  the  ease  of  the  Panama 
and  Suez  Canals. 

In  the  matter  of  power  Ontario  la  to  pay 
$114,000,000  towards  the  cost  of  the  dcvolop- 
ments«  and  to  receive,  for  her  own  use,  when  she 
needs  It,  l,000,OOlSbor*epower.  The  Hydro-llee- 
tric  Commission  is  to  control  this  power  despite 
the  fact  it  now  has  more  than  It  can  use.  The 
extra  load,  for  the  time  being  at  ail  events,  will 
be  superfluous.  The  upshot  is  that  for  many 
years  to  come  the  power  developed  will  lie  idle 
so  far  as  use  In  Canada  Is  concerned,  and  trans- 
portation on  the  St.  Lawrence  in  ships  Other 
than  American  bottoms  will  not  be  increased.

Mr.  William  Ward,  honorary  president  of  the 
World's  Brotherhoods'  Federation,  says  the  ef- 
fect, of  auch  a  movement  will  be  a  prime  factor  in 
overcoming  the  present  crisis  in  economic  af 
fairs.

There  Is  so  much  tatt  thiM  days 

about  dlethig,  keepUig  down  the 

weight  and  the  desire  to  have  a 
".slim  figure,"  that  the  Idea  of  get- 
Img  rid  of  overweight  simply  for 
healUi's  sake  is  overlooked. 

Naturally  it  Is  a  source  of  satis- 
faction to  anyone  who  has  been 
overweight  to  look  into  the  mirror 
and  see  the  dlfferenea  In  the  body 
appearanoe  when  *ttM  weight  has 
dlsappearad.  It  may  mean  new 
clothes,  or  altering  the  present  gar- 
menLs.  but  It  Is  worth  while. 

However,  there  is  something  even 
more  important  than  the  appear- 
ance to  consider,  and  that  Is  your 
health. 

Your  doctor  will  t*U  you  that 
overweight  renders  ybu  onre  UaMe 

to  InfeetloQ.  that  you  are  a  poor 
riiric  should  operation  be  necessary, 

and  that  your  heart,  blood  vessels 
and  kidneys  are  all  put  under  a 

strain  when  you  are  overweight.

plenty  of  meat  and  eggs.  Meat  and 
eggs.  If  eaten  in  large  amounts  for 
any  considerable  time,  mean  a  strain 
on  kidneys,  heart  and  bloodvessels. 
Tit.  R.  8.  Palmer,  Boston,  believes 
that  the  two  chief  causes  of  high 
blood  pre.s.sure  are  an  inherited  ten- 
dency, and  overweight.  You  can't 
do  much  about  tlie  inherited  ten- 
dency, but  you  can  do  something 
at>out  the  overweight. 

Of  course,  as  Dr.  Palmar  polnte 
out,  there  are  sometluMi  othar  fac- 
tors In  high  blood  pressure,  such  as 
Infection  of  teeth,  tonsils,  gall  blad- 
der and  so  forth,  nervous  strain  and 
glandular  dlsturbance.s.  but  in  the 
majority  of  ca.srs  the  inherited  ten- 
dency and  the  overweight  are  tlie 
outstanding  causes.  This  means, 
then,  that  where  tlwre  U  a  history 
of  high  bkxxl  prawure  In  the  family 
that  overweight  must  be  prevented

the  heart  so  that  It  oannot  work 

properly  It  is  this  crowding  of  the 
heart  that  caiuse^  pain  in  this  region, 
although  the  heart  llMlf  BMy  be 
perfectly  sound. 

As  overweight  Individuals  are 
likely  to  ow-eat,  this  must  be 
guanled  against  m  preventing  high 
blood  pessure.  In  a  general  way,  in 
treating  overweight  to  prevent  or 
redure  high  bhxHl  p!e.'^sure,  the  en- 
tire food  mtak''  must  be  cut  down 
by  ten  or  twenty  per  cent.  In  cases 
of  overweight,  where  there  is  no  his- 
tory of  high  blood  pressure  in 
paranto  or  the  individual  hhnseif, 
the  meat  and  eggs  are  not  reduced 
because  they  are  needed  to  repalr 
and  build  up  the  tissues.  In  these 
overweight  cases  witli  high  blood 
pres.sure.  however,  all  the  food,  in- 
cluding meats  and  eggs,  are  reduced 
as  above  mentioned.   Salt  should  be

^  ^  overeating  and  un- 
der-eserelslnc  In  thesa  cases,  there 
is  often  a  great  amount  of  gas 
formed  In  the  intestines,  causing 
con.sldcrable  pre.ssure,  which  in  turn 
increases  the  blood  pressure.  This 
means,  then,  that  foods  that  cause 
so  much  gas  formation,  whether 
from  the  foods  themselves  or  their 
wastes  in  tha  large  Intestine,  must 
be  avokled  ar  eat  to  lowest  possible 
amount. 

The  use  of  an  enema  two  or  t  hree 
times  a  week  and  a  good  dof;e  of 
ca.stor  oil  or  calomel  and  salts  might 
be  given  every  week  or  ten  days. 

With  overweight  accompanying 
high  bkxxt  pressure  the  Urst  thought 
then  is  to  zeduoe  tbo  weight  very 
gradually.  Tbm  condition  has  de- 
vekvad  slowly  and  should  be  cor- 
rected Just  as  slowly,  so  that  there 
will  be  no  shock  to  the  system. 
Spreading  the  reduction  period  over 
an  entire  year  would  be  fast  enoUgh 
to  get  the  desired  results. 

Remember,  then,  that  In  over- 
weight patients  anything  and  every- 
thing that  ttMy  be  causing  the  in- 
creased blood  pressure  should  be 
searched  for.  such  as  infection  any-

I,md 
X  draw  a  akateh  of  the  horns  on  the  ground, 
bM  thqr  had  ntvar  aiM  M  »  Mpfi  1  «m 
ataaoit  cflttaln  X  had  aal  OMda  a  wMika  la 
the  'i;vK>t    nn  the  next  time  I  IMMl  out  I 
persuaded  »ome  of  the  old  men  to  come  with 
me.    We  were  lucky  enough  to  find  fresh 
agate,  aad  on  polBtta«  It  out  they  at 
once  said  It  WM  "kengie."    I  had  nev.  i  heard 
Of  such  a  bwat.  axMl  la  spite  of  all  theu^  ex- 
planattOM  aouM  aot  pUMre  tiia  aeri  of 
animal  they  described     When   we  returniil 
to  the  village,  one  old  man  went  into  his  hut 
aad  prodaead  a  pl^a  af  skhi  af  tha  baait 
they  had  been  daMrlblng.    I  at  once  no«g- 
nlsed  It  as  tha  ak^l.  a  specimen  of  which 
X  had  MMi  la  tha  BHtlMi  IfMMun.   I  was. 
needless  to  .say.  very  keen  to  gat  one  of  thOM 
rare  beast,  and  made  searching  inquiries  as 
to  how  they  had  come  by  the  skin,  and  who 
l  ad  killed  it    They  Informed  me  that  tha 
only  people  able  to  uack^  the  kengie  were  the 
Mabutle.  a  race  of  natives  who  had  been 
chrustened  tha  TygBdw"  btoaaM  Of  thtir 

short  stature. 

After  hearing  this  statement,  I  arranged 
with  tha  flhM  of  the  vfllaga  to  gat  soma 

Pygmies  to  come  and  see  BM.  which  he  prom- 
ised to  do.  In  three  daya  ha  fulfilled  hu 
prooUie.  brtaglOg  thiae  MatuMe  to  my  tent. 
The.se  little  men  were  not  beautiful  to  laok 
upon,  and  their  ages.  I  should  think,  wera 
from  thirty  to  sixty.  In  height  they  were 
Just  \mder  four  feet,  with  reputolve  nagntd 
facci  and  bodlea  covered  with  hair  They 
were  very  strongly  built,  and  thehr  limbs  were 
.smeared  with  some  kind  of  fat  which  gava  a 
^»cry  disagreeable  smell  i  noticed  they  were 
very  suspicious  and  nervous,  so  I  told  my  gun- 
bearers  to  taka  tham  to  tha  hat,  fht  thrn 
something  to  eat  and  gUMtkn  theai  ibOttl 
the  habit*  of  the  "kengts." 

In  the  afternoon  my  own  boys  came  to  me 
and  reported  that  the  Pygmies  considered  It 
impossible  for  a  white  man  to  go  Into  the 
part  when  «ha  ekapl  waa  found,  but  offered 
to  get  me  a  .skin  if  I  would  shoot  an  elephant' 
lor  them  and  give  them  the  meat.  I  had  no 
Intention  of  letting  them  get  the  required 
~  for  me,  but  thought  I  could  gain  thair 
by  taking  them  with  me  after

Belied  Their  Reputations 

'yoai  fliat  day  oat  waa  a  auiprln  to  bm  ra- 

^  garding  the  dwarfs.  I  had  always  heard 
they  were  extremely  warlike,  very  brave  and 
great  hunten,  attacking  elephants  with  their 
ahort  spmr~ftnd  dodging  aH  round  thiT 
wounded  animals.  We  had  gone  about  a  mile 
la  tha  forest  when  we  heard  a  smashing  of 
traas,  which  denoted  the  proxlotfty  ef  ala- 
pbaata.  The  ■Matuble  almost  turned  white 
With  fMr,  and  when  I  wanted  them  to  go  near 
to  examlna  tha  tuaha,  thay  loakad  at  na  m 
If  I  had  made  a  prepo.'sterous  .suggestion,  tell- 
ing me  the  elephant  was  "full  of  devils."  that 
ha  haav  we  wan  then,  aad  If  we  did  aot  klU 
him  quickly  he  would  kill  us.  While  I  was 
laughing  at  this  statement  the  elephant  either 
haaid  or  amelt  us,  and  trumpeting  loudly, 
came  toward-s  where  we  stood.  That  waa 
enough  for  our  Uttle  guides!  They  gave  one 
about  aad  boitad.  one  gfOiag  through  the  legs 


af  B«  gva  bearer  and  upaettti«  him.  whkh 
BuMa  him  use  caustic  expranloaa  mnBtf^'^ 
tha  pluck  of  the  Pygmies. 

Wa  IdUod  the  elephant  and  aftar  a  lot  of 

shouting  got  the  dwarfs  to  come  back  again. 

Wh«a  thwr  found  Um>  flrphint  could  do  no 
damage,  they  atrutted  round  him  a*  proud  as 
peacock.s.  and  climbed  all  over  him.  I  told 
them  they  could  fetch  their  families  and  rela- 
ttoaa  aad  take  what  aieat  they  wanted,  but 
this  caused  trouble  with  tha  head  Mttna.  who 
«ald  the  meat  belonged  to  them,  becaase  the 
elephant  had  been  feeding  on  tha  "shambas" 

gardens).  I  tried  to  settle  tha  argunant  by 
telling  Uiem  that  the  elephant  belonged  to 
the  Belgian  auUiorities.  and  that,  seeing  they 
had  sold  U  to  me.  it  waa  mhia  to  do  what  I 
Uked  with;  therefore,  they  could  take  halt 
and  give  the  Mabutle  the  remataing  half  but 
thia  aehema  thay  would  not  agree  at  any  price 
If  was  quite  understood  that  I  had  bought 
the  elephant  for  tha  tuaka,  which  wan  tha

ifll  nasi  day  X  laok  tham  out  to  hunt  tar 

okapl,  but  had  no  luck,  not  seeing  a  sign 
c:  spoor.  Ililnklng  the  nolaa  of  ahootlng  the 
elephant  had  perhaps  acared  them  away,  we 
moved  camp  about  twenty-five  mllaa.  taking 
the  families  of  the  dwarfs  with  ua.   On  tha 
second  day  at  our  new  camp  we  wan  lueky 
enough  to  come  acroM  iradi  okapl  apoor,  and 
I  hi'  Pygmies  Uklng  up  the  trail,  we  followed 
1  .   After  going  about  tliree  mUes,  which  took 
US  naarly  aU  the  aaomlng,  atragiM  aenm 
a  "swamp  through  thick  underbu.sh  till  our 
backs  felt  as  if  they  would  break,  and  the 
nolm  we  made  waa  anough  to  aean  amm^iy 
miles   away,    we   returned   to   camp  ampty 
handed,   liie  next  day  X  aent  my  best  gun- 
bearar  and  two  Mabatia  to  aae  if  they  could 
find  a  swamp  where  the  spoor  showed  that 
these  animals  came  regularly  to  drink  Late 
te  tha  aftamoon  they  returned,  saying  they 
had  discovered  such  a  place,  and  If  I  n* 
tnced  my  steps  towards  the  camp  where  we 
first  picked  up  the  Mabutle,  and  then 
struck  into  the  forest  on  my  fight  for  about 
a  mile.  I  could  find  it. 

About  five  o'clock  next  morning  I  started, 
aad  to  mafea  aun  af  my  dbaetlon  took  with 
me  the  three  men  who  had  reported  the 
presence  of  fresh  spoor.  We  hurried  along 
at  a  good  pan,  and.  reaching  the  tree  which 
they  had  marked,  following  a  fairly  good  path 
nudft  hy  alaphants.  and  ttf  six 
oanalna  at  the  drinking  pooL 

Hm  awaaap  bmkod  an  Ideal  plan  for  aU 
kinds  of  game,  being  about  five  hundred  yards 
in  length  and  eighty  broad,  with  a  atraam  of 
Una  apdag  watar  te  tha  middle. 

I  aelected  a  Uttla  IneUiw  onrlooUng  the 
swamp,  which  gave  me  a  clear  line  of  fire  if 
the  expected  quarry  should  come  along,  and 
took  up  my  position.  Th*  first  anttw^  to 
appear  WM  a  fine  male  leopard,  which  came 
to  drink  oa  the  far  side  from  where  we  lay 
1  could  easily  have  killed  him.  and  the  Pygmiea 
were  very  keen  that  I  should  do  so.  but  1 
would  not  risk  startling  any  okapl  that  might 
ba  naar  although  tha  temptation  was  great, 
M^MlaQr  bltar  he  ted  flBWMd  Mih«.

OUR  naat  vMlen  wen  four  elephants, 
whom  I  took  great  pleaaun  In  walehta« 

waUowlng  in  the  mud,  sucking  up  great  quan 
titles  ef  water  wttli  Uieir  trunk*  and  squirting 
it  over  their  bodteg.  DMy  alayod  m  abaat 
9  o'clock,  and  them  ambled  away  Into  the 
thick  fonst.  We  waited  aU  the  morning  but 
no  other  animal  appeared.  I  detanahied  to 

keep  watch  till  the  evening,  so*  sent  one  Of 
^g^^ygmtc*  back  to  camp  for  food  and  my 
X  had  stupidly  left  behind. 
The  native  returned  about  1  o'clock.  All  waa 
Btai  UU  about  6  o'clock,  when  the  animal 
wortd  eOBM  to  life  again.  First  came  some 
of  the  pr^<tty  duikers  and  had  their  drtak. 
then  a  lone  bull  elephant^whom  I  photo-' 
grapltad  wlUi  only  one  tusk.  Ha  Juat  plunged 
throtigji  ihe  far  end  of  the 
appeared.  Then  came  a 
ing  oa  Ida  track. 

Finally  the  long  ai^eeted  ekapl  mund— 
I  can  feel  the  thrUl  again  hs  I  write- but  un- 
fortunately he  was  accompanied  by  buffaloea 
I  was  very  keen  to  get  a  photogxaph  befteo 
ahootlng  It.  but  the  buffaloes  wen  alwaya  la 
the  way.    My  patience  wa*  getting  severely 
triad  when  my  gaabearer,  trying  to  suppress 
A   sneeze,   made   a   sepulclu-al   noise  which 
itanled  the  anlmato.   itiey  aU  looked  In  our 
direetlee.  flunking  they  would  scamper  away. 
I  dropped  the  camera  and  seised  my  rWa. 
This  movement  tlnlahed  the  business,  for  the 
abready  waplcieua  beaaU  bolted  at  faU  gaUop. 
X  took  a  llylag  ahot  at  the  okapl  whleh  ngto- 
t«*<  a  hit  by  the  resounding  thud;  it  faltered 
far  a  aeoond,  and  then  continued  iu  flight. 
I  foUowed  as  fast  aa  I  could,  but  by  tte  ■■«tttt 
blood  trail  saw  that  it  would  be  a  long  chan. 
*o  g^ve  It  up  for  that  evening.  I  am  afnld 
I  expended  my  bad  taaiver  «a  aqr  gunhnror 
all  the  way  back  to  camp. 

Next  morning  I  started  -jrlf  ifni  n  |ifip| 
up  the  traU,  but  aeon  loat  H  again,  and  thoi«h 
I  sent  my  boys  In  all  dtantlona  and  oon- 
ttaued  to  do  so  for  another  two  days,  w«  never 
faand  any  OIgn,  and  flnaUy  i  gave  it  up  in 

dIagUBt.  I  n>oved  camp  and  a  week  aftfT  that 
two  Pygmies  arrived,  bringing  me  the  skin 
of  an  fkM^  whleh  they  said  was  tha  one  i 
had  shot.  I  examined  the  skte  thoroughly  but 
could  find  no  sign  of  a  bullet  mark,  so  came 
to  the  condualon  that  these  little  people, 
knowing  my  bitter  dlsappotatmsnt,  and  hoping 
for  a  big  reward,  had  brought  me  the  skin  of 
one  they  had  found  in  their  gamepUs.  I  n- 
warded  them  eultabty.  bat  the  akta  had  not 
the  same  Interest  for  me  as  It  would  have 
had  if  I  could  have  been  certain  that  It

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COWICHAN-BELLA-BELLA  FEUDS 


4^A-r^ODAY  I  wlU  teU  you  about  kta.  of 
I  trouble  between  the  Cowlchanjt  and 
'  the  Indians  from  Bella-Bella, '  said 
Tsea-amteaaht,  as  unpinning  her  ahawl  aha 
folded  tt  very  carefully  aad  hm^  It.onr  the 
back  of  her  chair. 

"When  my  grandfather.  Bul-kn-latkatan. 
was  chief  at  Penclekhut.  oh,  there  wa.s  a  lot 
of  fighting,  and  always  there  was  trouble 
With  than  aaUa-BaUapeopla.  Why.aon 
nearly  kiOad  aqr  foar  gnadfMharl  tt 
like  this  ..  . 

"Aa  I  told  you.  Hul-ka-llakBtaa  wm  a  good 
friend  of  Oovemor  Douglas,  and  one  day  he 
wanted  to  *ee  the  Oovemor  about  a  litUe 
trooMe.  ao  he  and  his  two  brothers  started 
of:  and  paddled  down  to  Esquimalt  from 
Kuper  Island.  There  they  left  theh-  cann 
aad  began  walking  to  Victoria.  They  had 
net  gone  very  far  when  a  lot  ef  Bella-BaUa 
Indian*  jumped  out  from  the  bushes  and 
then  waa  a  gmt  fight.  My  people  fought 
hard,  but  they  wan  only  thm  aaea  aad  tha 
Bella-Bella.s  were  many.  My  grandfather 
called  to  hi*  brothers,  'Go  for  helpl  I  will 
■toy  Bad  fight  then  amal* 

"Away  hurried  hLs  brothers  and  very  soon 
they  met  a  lot  of  men,  who  went  back  with 
ttiem  to  help  IM-ka-latkatun. 

"When  the  Bella -Bellas  saw  so  many  people 
coming  af Ur  them  they  ran  away.  Intlng  my 
poer  grandfather  lying  on  the  road  naarly 
dead.  His  brothen  oarrlad  him  to  Victoria, 
and  then  be  had  to  stay  for  three  weeks 
befen  he  waa  wen  enough  to  go  back  to 
Penelekhut. 

"Now  the  Cowichans  were  very  angry  to 
think  that  their  chief  had  been  nearly  klUed 
by  those  people.  Then  Bella-BellM  awat 
peyl'  they  said  'We  will  wait  our  chancel" 
Not  long  after  Uils,  a  canoe  lull  of  Cowichans 
want  to  Victoria  to  tnda  fUh  aad 
the  white  people  " 

Here  Tiea-mntenaht  stopped. 

*^all  mm  ■tnate.''  the  aaid.  "  X  win  teU 

you  the  naam  of  the  people  In  that  canoe. 
They  wen  Iiiter  from  Oomlakan.  Charlie 
Qual-laah.   tem   nn-m-oone,  and 
woman,    Sal-o-mea.    WeU.  after  they 
traded  all  they  had.  they  sUrted  heme  again 
aad  ted  fDI  okout  m  far  a*  Ten-Miie  Point, 
when  far  amgr  thay  saw  fonr 
after 


they  paddied  to  the  Ahon  and  hkl  the  canoea, 
teavlng  only  one  on  the  beach.  'Now."  said 
Lohar.  'everyone  must  hide,  and  you,'  te  aald 
to  the  woman,  'must  give  me  your  sklr^  tfMtWl 
and  the  handkerchief  from  your  head." 

"While  the  woman  wn  toklng  off  her  things. 
Lohar  gathered  wood  and  made  a  big  fin 
close  ^>  the  water's  edge.  Itien  he  put  on 
the  woman'a  afclrt  and  atewl  aad  tied  the 
handkerchief  over  his  head.  Be  took  tte 
pan  and,  aUnding  in  the  light  from  the  fire, 
pretended  to  bt  busy  mailing  aometiUng  to  eat. 

"It  was  very  dark  by  thIa  tfaaa  aad'aeoa 
they  heard  the  Bella-Bella.s  comlnp  Round 
the  point  they  paddled  and,  seeing  a  woman 
akme  by  tte  Ibw  aad  Joel  one  eaaoe  dnwn 
up  be.slde  her,  they  gave  a  great  .shout  and 
paddled  to  tlie  beach.  Out  of  the  canoes  they 
Jumped  and  rani  to  catch  the  woman,  but 
Lohar  got  behlntf  the  fire,  and  at  the  same 
time  ahouted  to  the  Cowichans  to  fight.  There 
hi  tte  flreHght  tte  Oowlehans  and  Bella- 
Bella.s  fought,  but  not  for  long,  for  the  Cow- 
ichans wera  tte  stronger  and  had  taken  the 
Bang  IIMlia  by  aurprin,  and  very  soon  there 
WM  aot  eao  Ml  aim.

Then 
away  they  paddled  to  where  they  had  their 
camp.

Has  Vast  Fonsstt 

THE  main  lake  runs  like  an  Inquisitive 
finger  la  between  two  ranges  of  hUls 
between  SMO  and  4.000  feet  In  height.  The 
foothills  bend  gracefully  down,  to  dip  their 
Ceet  in  the  calm  waters  of  the  lalce,  and  are 
elad  hi  gpruce,  cedar,  fir  and  hemlock  foresU 
of  great  density  and  size.  The  foothUla  shield 
«ach  turn  of  the  margin  from  the  next,  leav- 
ing a  perpetual  wonder  that  so  much  beauty 
can  be  unfolded,  with  ao  much  yat  to  be  eaea.

forgoMea  race  of  Indians,  ancestors  of  the 
Coast  natives  of  today.  About  a  dcaen  crude 
plcturea  have  been  chiseled  out  of  the  rock; 
Hdl  and  deer,  with  some  Illegible  symbols, 
fast  fading  out  ftom  the  weathering  aurfaer 
Rf  the  stone.

•croee  from  Arbutiai  lehmd,  lonr  ago.  Year 

by  year  the  ho.stel  has  developed,  with  ex- 
cellent accommodation,  first-class  cuisine  and 
aa  agreeaUe  ehotoe  of  reertatleaa.  This  year 
the  Provincial  Oovernment  c<Hnpleted  a  road 
Into  the  lodge,  making  It  possible  to  get  there 
by  hM,  ae  wen  aa  by  tatunch  from  Sproat 
MiU.

It  Is  a  thousand  pities  that  in  British 
Colombia  nomenclature  more  Uaaglaatlen  waa 
not  used.  The  original  Indian  names  are 
highly  descriptive  in  their  own  tongue,  but 
the  practice  of  labeUag  (pmaaaeaUy  the  dieer 
beauty  of  \irgin  terrain  by  the  name  of  the 
fliat  man  who  happens  along  there  leaves 
mueh  to  hr  desired.  VaaaamiBv  leiMHT  Hm 
suffered  In  this  connection,  and  some  of  the 
most  enchanting  scenes  are  successfully  burled 
iiu«i  4UllliUBPiaM,  Uiough  wholly  honorable, 
names  of  no  meaning  in  themselves. 

Sproat  Lake  might  have  been  caUed  the 
Jewels  of  Athena,  or  even  the  Mbrws  of 
Dawn;  but,  alas,  it  was  not! 

While  no  doubt  each  season  has  its  changes, 
at  preeent  the  lake  Is  the  home  of  a  large 
number  of  golden  eagles  and  several  braoe  of 
their  still  more  distinguished  brethren  with 
bald  heads  and  white  tall  featheia. 

The  personification  of  grace  In  fUght.  the 
eagles  soar  and  circle  tlrele.«;sly  from  early 
dawn  to  late  at  dusk.  In  climbing  spirals, 
they  wheel  and  glide  above  every  Indentation 
of  the  shore,  and  woe  to  the  luckless  gra.v 
■hake  that  stays  too  long  away  from  the 
ahelter  of  the  roebi,  or  at  least  aa  avaniia  of 
eecape  lata  the  water  Itielf . 

Lords  of  the  Air 

FOR  the  most  part  the  eagles  use  rising 
currenu  ol  air  and  cUmb  in  steady  spirals; 
bat  OBoa  la  a  while  their  wings  get  into  action 
with  a  "wuah-wush"  that  can  be  heard  a 
considerable  distance  away.  Past  masters  in 
the  art  of  aaU-planlng,  the  big  feUows  dwell 
in  seeming  harmony  with  the  looaa,  eight  of 
which  can  be  aeaa  la  the  lowir  aad  of  the 
lake. 

Musically  Intoned,  the  call  of  "A-oaa" 
comes  for  a  mile  over  the  water.  If  is  onr 
of  the  loons.  A  band  of  eight  can  be  seen 
swimming  within  a  quarter  af  a  mile  of  the 
shore.  They  have  a  rtch  quality  in  their  call 
which  suggests  reed  Uistrumenta  In  a  band, 
eeha  enrlehtaig  their  aotea  la  aa  amaahig 
way.  This  call  Is  varied  frequently  with  one 
altogether  dillerent  in  Its  purpose,  a  vibrant 
aad  far  lees  raostoal  eaeUe,  tthe  the  shrill 
laughter  of  a  child  in  a  gale  of  wlad.  Where 
every  aecond  note  is  borne  away. 


The  loen  attachae  aoma  haportance  to  this 
second  eall.  or'  cackle,  for  he  dlpe  his  head 
under  the  water  Immediately  afterwards  as 

11  listening  One  by  one  every  member  of 
the  band  was  seen  to  repeat  this  performance 
recently,  with  a  ritual  that  must  have  some 
meaning,  real  to  themselves.

Kould  not  let  us  come  near  It  with  the  Wee 
Meoregor  wta  wa  had  atined  them  for  the 

Mme  being  with  sulphur  fumes.  And  tiie 
queen  died.  Therefore,  a  bee  man  came  with 
a  hive  to  whksh  he  had  piaded  some  brood, 
and  thoii.sands  of  tne  baea  Went  into  the  hive 
and  were  moved  several  taflae  away  from  the 
tree,  where  they  are-  bually  makhig  hoaey. 

When  tha  traa  waa  iput  it  waa  found  that 
the  honeycomb  extended  for  at  least  six  feet 
along  the  centre  of  the  trunk,  and  there  are 
rhoitmnde  al  baea  there  8tlll.  gorghig  them- 
selves with  the  honey  which  is  left.  Not  only 
Uie  little  honey  bee,  but  the  large  bumble  bees

THE  otlKr  day  when  we  were  in  "Ardmore.  " 
wtolchr  II  a  tofge  and  very  beauty  aub- 
itvMM  m  yjek  WM  IM  wlMra  iheta  aia 


tcme  charming  country  homes,  we  c.imc  upon 
two  Chinese  gathering  cascara  bark.  They 
were  traveling  aU  over  the  Island  and  had 
recently  arrived  from  Courtenay.  Ihelr  email 
teat,  under  a  majde  tree,  looked  pAeturesque. 
though  the  mooQimoee  must  have  been  thick, 
and  all  around  It  on  the  turf  was  spread  the 
fruits  of  their  labors,  many  thin  strips  ol 
caeeara  bark.  They  had  stopped  for  lunch 
and  squatted  roimd  a  small  fire;  they  were 
quite  ready  to  chat.  Every  Spring  they  .start 
out  upon  their  piigrUnage.  and  wlierevcr  they 
find  the  treee,  providing  the  awaera  give  them 
permission,  they  pitch  their  eaavaa  aad  pra- 
ceed  to  work. 

Tt»  barti  le  all  takea  except  one  atrip  which 
they  oaU  the  sap  strip,  and  which  keeps  the 
tree  alive.  It  la  very  simple.  Having  peeled 
It  off.  they  spread  It  out  m  the  sun  and  dry  It. 
When  they  have  .sufficient,  it  is  made  up  Into 
bales  and  shipped  to  Vancouver,  where  it  is 
sold,  so  they  say,  to  pharmacqiMllsts,  both 
white  and  Chinese,  who  pay  three  dollara  a 
pound  for  It.  The  Chinese  u.sc  It  in  the 
preparation  of  all  sorts  of  medicmes,  secret 
drugs  with  wonderful  healing  power,  so  we 
were  told.  And  this  reminds  u.«;  of  an  Incident 
wtUch  occurred  in  Chinatown  last  Winter. 

A  young  man.  a  Chinese  youth,  had  fallen 
and  cut  hts  forehead  badl.v  Fir.st  aid  was 
administered  by  a  white  man.  but  the  bleed- 
ing continued,  until  preeently  there  came  a 
boy  bringing  a  greyish  sort  of  powder  trom 
a  native  chemist.  Tltis  was  sprinkled  Into  the 
cut,  when  the  bleeding  ceased  at  once.  We 
wan  not  cyewltneeeee  to  thla  mna  Awaa,  bM 
we  imderstand  that  the  following  day  the  cut 
was  practically  healed.  We  put  a  question 
to  our  Ohtnme  lafermaat,  however,  aeklag 
him  the  name  of  the  powder  aad  If  It  oouM 
be  purchased.

Oddly  enough,  the  cuttings  which  thrived 
best  aad  have  made  the  largest  showing  were 
small  sprigs  which  we  brought  Into  the  house 
to  keep  the  mosquitoes  away,  not  intending 
to  replant  them  at  aU.  We  kept  them  hi 
water,  changing  the  water  neiw  and  them,  for 
perhaps  a  fortnight,  and  then  we  decided  to 
put  them,  along  with  our  other  cuttings,  in 
the  box  of  eaad;  merely  tor  aa  aapeibueut. 
Next  AprU  we  found  that  they  had  made  the 
strongest  root  growth  of  any  and  they  are 
tha  pride  af  aur  hieaadar  rawa  taday.

Peep  of  Life  in  Burma — 
Birds  and  Flying  Ants 

Lira  In  British  Burma  Is  almoat  as  dif- 
ferent as  can  be  from  life  in  Canada. 
Yet  the  following  letter  shows  that  mothers 
there  are  busy  and  think  of  their  little  girls 
at  school  Just  as  mothers  do  here.  Xt  14 
taken  from  The  Children's  New.spaper.

I  was  silting  In  the  garden  after  tea.  darn- 
ing socks  for  Daddy,  when  within  a  yard 
from  my  faat  two  small  holes  opened  in  the 
grass  and  out  poured  two  streams  of  flying 
ants.  You  probably  luiow  that  these  Insects 
ara  tha  white  ante  which  are  «o  daali  urtlva 
to  everything  in  the  bungalow,  as  they  not 
only  get  inside  the  posts  of  the  house,  which 
thay  aat  away  witll  tha  whola  ^aoa  col- 
lapses, but  they  get  into  the  bamboo  walls 
and  destray  them  and  also  clothes,  books  and 
boots.  In  addltlaa,  thay  daatroy  tha  roete 
of  plants  and  flowers,  and  tha  ground  k  full 
of  them.

ROALD  AMUNDSEN 


Youth  of  a  Great  Explorer

ANY  young  people  think  that  all  that 
is  needed  for  success  in  any  career  is 
tova  for  the  work,  whatever  it  may 
be.  aa  wen  aa  a  natural  aptitude  for  it. 

Mrhaps  that  is  esperlally  true  of  explora- 
tion. The  world  hears  0!  the  few  who  Miooaad, 
but  seldom  of  the  many  who  fail. 

Perhaps  it  was  fortimate  for  the  young  Nor« 
wegian.  Roald  Amundsen,  that  the  first  story 
of  Arctic  exploration  that  fell  into  his  hands 
was  bhe  narrative  of  the  failure  of  Sir  John 
Franklin's  expedition.  The  story  of  the  hard- 
ships suffered  by  that  hero  and  his  devoted 
little  band  of  followers  fired  the  boys  imagi- 
nation  and  filled  him  with  a  resolve  to  piarae 
the  gloom  that  had  enshrouded  them. 

Amundsen  lived  to  be  the  first  to  make  the 
leag-sought  Northwest  Passage,  to  discover 
the  South  Pole  and  to  make,  with  Lincoln 
Ellsworth,  the  flight  in  the  airship  Norge 
ccross  the-  Polar  Sea  from  HpHahargan  to 
Point  Barrow. 

While  still  hi  the  prime  of  life,  RoaM  Am- 
imdsen  perished  in  an  attempt  to  rescue  the 
Itallaxi  naval  ofBeer,  Colonel  Nobile,  who  haA 
been  the  pilot  of  the  Norge  on  her  traaspolar 
flight.  The  story  of  that  voyage  will  never  be 
told.  Seeker  and  sought  have  vanished  into 
the  darkaam  of  the  Arctic  waata. 


1  he  Making  of  an  Explorer 

NOT  long  before  that  laat  queat  Amundean 
wrote  a  book  on  "My  Life  as  An  lh- 


Roald  Amund&en  was  born  near  Oslo,  then 
called  Christiana,  in  1172.  The  baby,  youngest 
son  of  the  family,  was  brought  into  the  beau- 
iirul  old  capital  and  grew  up  there.  His  life, 
as  a  child,  .did  not  differ  much  from  that  of 
nny  VtctcTla  boy  whose  parento  are  well-to- 
do  He  went  through  primary,  high  school  md 
college,  Uioogh  the  hl^  eohool  waa  eaUad  a 
gynmaalura. 

Oalo  is  the  chief  pert  ot  NMway,  and  it  is 
very  UkMy  that  the  boy  spent  mueb  ot  his 
spare  time  at  the  piers  and  wharves  and  heard 
st07les  of  foreign  parts  from  the  sailors  and 
fishermen.  From  the  very  air  he  breathed, 
the  child  drew  In  a  love  of  his  native  land,  a 
love  that  grew  with  the  big  man's  growth. 
Hla  father  died  when  he  was  fourteen;  his 
older  brothers  left  home,  and  Roald  was  left 
to  the  care  of  his  mother.  It  was  soon  after 
this  that  the  lad  made  up  his  mind  to  be  an 
explorer.  He  did  not  tell  his  mother,  for  he 
knew  she  would  not  consent.  He  wanted  an 
education,  though  he  did  not  intaad  to  ba  a 
doctor,  as  his  mother  wished.

First,  he  resolved  to  harden  hImMU 
kgainst  the  cukl  in  those  days  Norway's 
wmdows  wer^  kept  closed  in  Winter,  but 
HoaM  left  his  bedroom  windows  wide  open, 
telling  his  mother  that  he  liked  fresh  air. 
Then  be  learned  to  play  footbaU,  though  he 
did  not  care  for  tbe  game.  He  loved  skiing 
aad  than  mva  plenty  of  ahaaem  to  practlm. 

"At  every  opportunity,  of  freedom  from 
school,"  he  writes,  "from  November  to  April, 
X  went  out  into  the  opea,  eaptarliv  the  hllla 
and  moimtain-s  which  rl.se  in  every  direction 
aiound  OtJo,  increasing  my  slOll  in  traversing 
ice  aad  snow,  and  hardantaig  my  muaeles  for 
the  coming  great  adventure." 

When  Roal  was  Mghteen  and  graduated 
from  cOllega,  bis  mother  sent  him  to  the  nnl- 

vtrslty  to  prepare  for  a  doctor's  degree.  He 
did  not  teU  her  then  of  his  determination  to 
be  an  explorer.  The  good  mother  died  before 
his  course  in  medicine  was  over,  and  aa  wat 
.spared  the  pain  of  disappointment. 

His  self-discipline  had  made  young  Am- 
undeen  nearly  phyateaHy  porfaet.  Be  had  one 
defect  which,  had  It  b^en  discovered,  would 
have  prevented  his  receiving  military  training 
which  every  fit  Marwoglaa  la  bound  by  Mw  to 
undergo  He  waa  near-sighted  So  delighted 
was  the  examining  doctor,  an  old  man.  with 
the  musentar  defilnpmant  ef  the  laath  that 
he  quite  forgot  to  tcet  hla  cgaai  -Ha- paaaad 
v.ith  flying  colors. 

Tha  trataring  only  took  part  of  the  year. 
The  rest  of  the  time  was  spent  in  reading 
books  on  Arctic  expkiraticm  and  in  other  prep- 
arations for  the  me  he  Intended  to  lead. 

A  Wintel-  expedition  over  mountains  and 
tableland  in  his  iiomeland  nearly  coat  the 
would-be  eapMwi  hla  Ufa.

AMUND8BN  now  fMt  that  he  mu<t  qualify 
himself  AS  a  captoin,  so  he  set  himself 
to  leam  the  duties  of  a  seaman.  This  led  him 
Into  Anterctie  seas.  When  he  reached  Norway 
again  he  went  to  see  Naixsen.  the  greatest 
Arctic  explorer  of  his  country.  Hla  friendship 
helped  him.  a  dUtlnguished  Oerman  scientist, 
Oeorge  von  Neumayer.  Uught  tba  ambttloiM. 
bat  poor,  young  captain  the  science  of  naviga- 
tion. Equippd  with  everything  except  money 
and  a  knowledge  of  business,  Roal  Aaiundaen 
set  off  in  the  little  OJoa  for  the  Northwest 
Passage.  The  little  vessel  U  stUl  safe  in  San 
Fraadoeo,  while  her  herole 
somewhere  in  the  Arctic  Ocean, 
he  did  so  much  to  fathom.

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Controlling  Old  Trees 

RATHER  more  difficult  problem  facee 
one  when  an  old.  neglected,  or  damaged 
9MlmeailB  to  be  reetwed  to  ilhape.  This  wlU 
generally  mean  that  its  size  must  be  .somewhat 
reduced  In  order  to  strike  a  fresh  basis  of 
uniformity.  If  ooanik  old  branches  have  to 
be  cut  back,  a  pruning  saw  shouU  be  used 
during  November  or  December,  and  the  cut 
ends  should  be  coated  over  with  trepar  or 
.'-ome  otner  waterproofing  sUbetanoe.  such  as 
Stockholm  far  or  white  lead  paint.  Where 
gaps  occur,  endeavor  to  draw  thin,  straggling 
growths  from  the  thicker  parte,  and  tie  them 
hortaontally  across  the  gape  a  few  Inches 
behind  the  desired  line  of  surface.  Out  the 
eadi  off  theee  growths;  thnt  wUl  hiduce  dor- 
mant eyes  to  break,  and  the  young 
can  be  pinched  when  they  reach  the 
point.  Out  back  other  groirtlM 
lising  secateum^  eutHog  alwnyi  to  a 
sound  eye. 

Oappy  or  overgrown  boUy  hedgee  may  be 

renovated  by  adopting  the  aame  tactics.

Patient  work  for  two  or  three  years  will 
transform  the  appearance  of  shabby  old 
provided  their  roots  are  all  rWit.

Summer  Care  of  Dahlias 
.  to  Secure  Blooms 

for  Exhibition 

•pvAHLIAS  are  very  thirsty  plants,  and.  if 
JL^dry  weather  Is  experienced  during  the 
irowlBt  eeaaoB.  oopioua  waterings  at  the  root 
wUl  be  nece-wary.  By  the  middle  of  July  the 
plants  should  be  mulched  with  well-decom- 
pooed  manure,  nua  la  a  great  help  in  many 
ways  It  keeps  the  aoU  cool  and  open,  pre- 
venu  excessive  evapotmtlon.  encourages  the 
roots  to  keep  near  the  surface,  and  prevents 
^^n'^fe  from  tho  waehing  of  the  eoU  whilet 
the  plant  Is  enriched  with  each  watering. 

Whh  the  oncoming  blooming  time  the  plant 
will  make  vigoroQa  gnwUl  and  anmerooa 
laterals.  The  next  thing  to  be  considered  is 
thinning  and  disbudding.  There  is  great  dlf- 
lerenee  in  the  growth  of  dataUaa.  aame  vari- 
eties having  such  a  mas.-,  of  shoots  and  folltft 
as  to  stop  free  clrculaUon  of  air  through  the 
planu.  rrequMitly  theee  varletlee  are  In- 
cUned  to  flower  excessively,  the  blooms  they 
furnish  being,  in  consequence,  below  medium 
elie.  An  aueh  varletlee  must  be  freely  dis- 
budded,  and  must  also  be  subjected  to  a  liberal 
thlnntag  out  of  thoae  shoou  which  do  not 
««i  tho  main  \nuitm  of  the  planu.  Un- 
wanted shocjt.s  should  be  pinehed  off  aa  early 
Ki,  poesible.  the  object  belBK  to  keep  the  centre 
Of  the  plant  open  and  free,  it  is  better  to 
get  rid  of  such  growth  when  It  Isirtlli  yOUng. 
for.  if  taken  off  when  older  and  .stronger,  the 
planta  l9ee  a  large  amount  of  sap,  and  this 


This  class  of  rose  can  boast  of 
.iluaUty  rtfimanrifd  of  a  beddlnc 
brlUlaney  aiid  diversity  of  color,  a  long 
oouplad  with  great  freedom  of  blooming,  ex- 
eellent  foliage,  compact  and  upright  habit, 
•  and,  in  addition,  absolute  hardlnoM,  an 
attribute  not  poMaaiod  by  many  iwMTalHd 
bedding  plants. 

Unfortunately  they  lack,  with  very  few 
exeeptloae.  the  great  quality  of  tracranee. 

Tliis  undoubtedly  detracts  from  their  value 
a.»  roses.  Gardeners,  however,  seldom  ask  for 
fragrance  in  their  bedding  plants,  "nie  popu- 
larity of  the  begonia,  the  dwarf  dahlia  and 
the  penstemon  prove  this.  This  lack  of  scent 
la  not  universal,  for  some  of  the  white  varl- 
etlii  have  a  slight  honey  fragraaet.  Xt  la 
among  the  phiks,  roda  and  orlmaaM  tiMt 
scent  la  absent. 

Xa  a  garden  that  la  known  to  the  writer 

there  Is  a  long  narrow  bed  on  the  front  lawn 
planted  entirely  with  the  lympom  roee, 
Orleans,  and  from  June  until  hard  frost  i« 
ha.s  been  the  brightest  spot  in  the  garden. 
The  dark  leaves  set  off  the  pink  flowers  with 
their  wtaitt  owtMo.  while  the  plants  are  quite 
untouched  by  mildew  or  black  spot.  Im- 
munity from  diaeaaea  la  another  gnat  amet 
of  this  class  of  roee. 

Not  Affected  by  Rain 

AOAIN,  few  varieties  are  much  affected 
by  rain,  their  blossoms,  for  the  most  part, 
being  ooaapoaed  of  aaaaU  potato  of  good  aob- 
stanre  which  .soon  recover  from  the  effects 
of  even  heavy  showers.  This  adda  VOry  much 
to  their  vahN  aa  beddh«  plants. 

There  are  two  distinct  types  of  "pyoly-pom.s." 
a  tall  and  a  dwarf-growing  type,  and,  of 
eeume.  only  the  dwarf  ktodi  flhouM  be  used 

for  bedding  purpose.s.  Por  .small  beds,  such 
as  one  has  in  mind,  holding, from  six  to  a 
piMta,  one  omit  bo  cartful  not  to  ia« 


chide  those  whidi  win  in  Ume  get  to  be  too 

large  for  the  purpose. 

During  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years  a  oon< 
aiderabie  number  of  varieties  have  been  lntiv>- 
duced.  We  have  reds  and  whites  ^?id  pinks, 
and  now  in  Olcrla  Mundl  we  have  a  first- 
daes  orange-scarlet,  but  we  still  laok  a  good 
yellow.  We  alBo  are  atin  without  a  good 
crimson  of  the  color,  let  us  say,  of  Red  Letter 
Day  or  K.  of  K.,  or  a  good  one  with  apricot 
tints  such  aa  one  wtm  la  Lm  Anirttie  or 
W.  p.  Dreer.  Purther.  we  are  still  without 
toe  deep  coral  rose  tint  as  in  Betty  Uprichard. 
eo  th«ro  la  plenty  of  work  ahead  for  the 
hybridizers  They  have  done  so  much  in  the 
past  thai  one  is  confident  that  It  Is  only  a 
Qv-ratlon  of  that  when  an  eolora  wUl  be  lopre- 
Maled  In  tUa  daaa  «(  noe.  / 

A  Good  G>inbination 

AOOOD  way  to  grow  theae  roaea  hi  bed 
is  to  plant  the  annual  forgat  mc-not 
with  them.  That  is  to  aay,  aow  the  beds  over 
wlto  forget-me-not  aeod  hi  the  early  Pall, 

tlilnning  it  out  later.  The  forget-me-nots 
«111  bloom  before  the  roses  and  may  be  pulled 
up  aa  aooa  aa  the  first  blooms  show  on  the 
roses,  when  firtlllMr  amy  be  diatributed  on 
the  bed. 

•nie  races  should  be  pruned  fairiy  hard  in 
the  Spring  and.  If  necoBahiy^  a  certain  amount 
of  Summer  pruning  may  be  done  so  a.s  to 
keep  the  plants  shapely.  Spraying  for  green 
fly  may  be  necessary  and.  If  aa,  ahould  be 
attended  to  as  with  other  xoNiL

HEN  October  comes,  and  the  amatej.- 
gardener'a  thoughts  turn  from  Stun- 
mer  displays  In  the  open  gardsa  to 
.planu  which  can  be  utilized  to  brighten  the 
dull  days  of  Winter,  the  question  Is  lre<juently 
jfBted,  How  can  I  get  hyadatha.  tulips  and 
•  daffodils  m  bloom  by  Chrlstma.s?"  Unfor- 
tunately, it  is  too  late  then  to  start,  and  even 
the  owner  of  a  greenhouee  thai  mm  be 
warmed  to  between  ,50  and  flO  degrees  needs 
to  be  thinking  already  about  his  bulbs  for 
pou  and  bowto  If  ho  voaU  havo  them  fleww 
very  early. 

There  are  two  or  three  points  tlte  novice 
Boeda  to  learn  with  Mfari  to  tho  poatfbflltiM 

of  bulb  culture,  either  In  pots  of  .soil  or  bowls 
ol  libre.  The  fu-st  Is  that  he  must  select 
juat  three  partionlar  kinds  that  are  natuiaSy 
early  flowering,  and  that  wUl  rejpond  most 
readily  to  the  j;)erBuasloa  of  a  little  artuidal 
heat.  The  aeoood  point  la  that  Be  must  have 
plump,  wcll-rlpened  bulbs,  and,  above  all,  he 
must  get  them  Into  the  soU  or  the  fibre  com- 
poat  vary  early  In  Mder  that  they  may  make 
their  early  stages  of  growto  under  cool  and 
natural  conditlona  before  they  are  subiectsd 
to  ailytolng  in  toe  way  of  forcing  tempera- 
tures. 

It  may  be  plainly  stated  that,  unless  one 
has  a  greenhouse  which  can  be  comfortably 
heated,  it  \&  too  much  to  expect  toat  e'.thor 
hyacinths,  daffodils  or  tulips  can  be  brought 
into  flower  by  Christmas,  but,  even  with  no 
better  accommodation  than  the  window  of  a 
room  in  the  dwelling  houEc,  bulbs  thai  a:f 
properly  treated  may  be  flowered  before  the 
new  ytar  to  far  advaaeod. 


naturally  early-flowing  bulbs,  and  th^^se  vm 
bloaaom  In  January  or  Pebruary,  U  they  aie 
atarted  in  good  time  and  grown  gnMlually  on 
without  any  cheek,  but  thoy  vUl  aai  itaad 
fire  heat. 

There  is  one  point  the  h*gtnt»f  matt 
definitely  understand.  U  bulbs  are  to  be 
grown  ia  flower  pots  wlto  drainage,  they  must 
have  a  ntartura  of  aoU  anA  aa  to  WM  hi  toe 
ordinary  way  of  potUng,  but  if  they  are  to 
be  grown  m  fancy  bowls  without  drainage,  it 
to  hopetom  to  try  ttato  elaaa  of  oompvt  Xt 
to  for  thLs  latter  purpose  that  bulb  fibre  Is 
uaed.  This  consists  of  peat  moss  litter,  a 
certain  amovat  of  ahen..and.  perhape,  a  mtlo 
chemical  fertilizer. 

Many  amateurs  have  tried  this  method  of 
euKure  wMmut  aaooeoa.  and  failurce  are 
usually  due  to  quite  simple  causes.  In  the 
lust  place,  the  fibre,  when  reoelved.  Is  so 
dry  that  It  to  hopelees  to  totaik  of  gettoig  toe 
roots  moving  and  progressing  favorably  un- 
toes,  before  placing  In  toe  bowls,  it  is  thor- 
oughly moistened  by  sprinkling  wlto  water, 
turning  over  in  a  heap,  and  sprlnklli^  again 
and  again  untU  it  to  impossible  to  find  dry 
PMtWea.  Tho  next  essential  is  toat  the  f<bre 
•'>haii  be  vwy  firmly  placed  in  the  bowto, 
alter  whtoh  holes  should  be  made  wlto  toe 
flngOTB  teto  which  the  bulbs  may  be  preis-Jd 
home,  so  toat  they  solidly  rsat  tai  too  ojopoet. 
and  are  closely  bedded  round  with  llbni 
almoat  to  toetr  points.

Thoee 
varleUes,.  however,  that  cannot  be  depended 
on  for  good  Mooma  may  be  toft  rather  tonger 
till  it  can  be  ascertained  how  the  buda  are 
shaping.  There  toould  be  the  same  delay  in 
the  ease  of  very  large,  coarse  flowers,  as  toe 
late  removal  of  the  buda  daoroaaoa  tho  riie 
of  the  bk)oms. 

•hadtag  is  very  important  In  the  prodUc- 
ttoa  of  blooma  for  eshlbttlaB.

For  Bght 
flowara.  ahadteg  to  abaohttely  naramaij.  tn 
most  cases,  .shading  .should  be  begun  about 
a  week  before  the  blooms  are  required,  but 
mueh  win  depaad  oa  the  woattw  at  toe  time. 

To  secure  fine  flowers,  stimulants  of  soaw 
kind  will  be  required.  The  best  of  all  is  toat 
from  the  ataMe.  If  very  strong,  dilute  it  wlto 
water,  and  use  twice  a  week.  Uklng  care  not 
to  wet  toe  foliage  with  It.  A  liquid  stimulant,

There  waa  more  tnito 
In  this  belief  than  in  any  of  the  countless  evil 
influences  to  which  were  ascribed  toe  diseases 
of  culUvated  ptoato;  fOr  jnat  aa  ettanaOe  to  aa 
important  factor  govemlaf  tho  ex.sfence  and 
dtotrlbuUon  of  higher  anlaato  and  plants,  so 
to  It  important  ta  the  life  of 
and  plants  recognized  a.'?  plant 

All  notions  regarding  plant  fllmaaaa  wore  ta- 
splred  by  auperatltlon  rather  than-  by  eeton- 
tlflc  facts;  yet  if  l.«!  to  the  credit  of  the  ancient, 
people  that  such  deductions  were  based  upon 
the  obeervatkm  that  outbroaka  of  dtoeaaewere 
sccompanled  by  certain  weather  conditions 

It  was  only  in  comparatively  recent  times 
that  sdenttoU  dtooovered  that  certain  mtore. 
organisms  were  responsible  for  disease.  Then, 
as  toe  science  of  plant  pathology  grew,  it  waa 
reallMd  that  ta  eertata  yean  aeno  diaeaaea 
were  conspicuously  severe  and  others  very  mild

Methods    of  Canning 
Fresh  I  egetables 


A  request  for  recipes  for  canning 
vegetables  by  the  cold  pack  method 
rKprf.s.ses  a  desire  to  know  if  there 
IS  any  danger  in  eating  the  garden 
produce  canned  by  this  method  by 
the  housewife  in  her  home.  She  is 
assured  that,  If  directions  az«  fol- 
lowed faithfully,  there  is  not  the 
•Ughteat  danger  from  poisoning 
in  auccessful  canning,  no  bacterial 
Ufe  can  possibly  exist.  Stories  of 
PWKmlng  by  pacilus  botullnus, 
blamed  by  lurid  press  dispatches  a 
few  years  ago  as  responsible  for 
much  illness,  is  never  found  In 
properly  canned  foods.  In  cases  of 
doubt,  cooking  canned  vegetables 
and  fruits  at  the  boilUg  point  for 
ton  minutea  on  opening  them  will 
remove  any  vestige  of  doubt 

To  can  \oung  b.•^■t.^  .tilccst  uhcn 
the  .sue  of  a  snmll  cv:k>  wash  thor- 
oughly, leaving  the  rcKit  s  and  two  or 
three  inches  of  the  stems  to  pre- 
vent bleeding.  ■  Blanch  ten  min- 
utes in  water  that  Is  kept  boUing. 
or.  if  poailble.  In  atoML  OoMdSp 
•M  remove  ikln,  roots  and  stems. 
I*ck  eloeely  In  Jars  and  add  to 
each  quart  Jar  one  tea.spoonful  of 
salt.  Fill  the  Jars,  which  have  been 
sterilized  by  being  put  in  cold 
water,  gradually  brought  to  boil- 
ing point  with  boiled  water.  Adjust 
rubbers  and  covers,  and  sterilize  for 
die  and  iMOf  Iwwa. 

CANNING  PEAS 
In  this  connection,  greens  (spin- 
ach, beet  tops  and  others)  may  be 
ceaned  with  fine  results.  Pick  over 
and  wach  carefully  the  young 
green  leaves,  and  blanch  twenty 
minutes  in  a  steamer,  then  cold  dip. 
Pack  tightly  In  Jars,  and  add  one 
teaspoon  salt  to  each  quart  Jar.  Fill 
jars  with  boiled  water;  adjust  rub- 
bers and  covers.  Partly  seal.  Ster- 
Ulae  for  three  houra. 

Young  oarrota  should  be  washed 
and  scraped,  blanched  for  Ave  min- 
utes in  boiling  water,  cold  dipped, 
the  roots  cut  off,  and  packed  tight- 
ly, upright  In  Jars 
salt  to  earli  quart  Jar  will  be  re 
quired.  The  Jars  are  filled  with 
boiled  water,  rubbers  and  tops  ad- 
justed, and  the  vegetablee  etertllied 
for  one  and  a  half  hours. 

In  the  oaae  of  peaa.  any  split  or 
defective  ones  should  be  removed 
The  routine  blanching  (ten  min-

In  addition  to  supplying  quantities 
of  tile  more  im|>ortant  "I'ltrait 
u.scd  by  the  body,  fresh  vegetaMae 
are  a  rich  souroe  of  health-glring 
vltamlna  and  the  most  appettolng 
and  economical  articles  of  diet 
available  to  the  housewife  at  thto 
time  of  year. 

If  she  is  to  procure  full  value  for 
her  money,  it  is  Important  that 
every  woman  should  kei^  tba  foI> 
lowing  facta  in  mhid  whm 
her  daily  purchases. 

TENDER  BEANg 
String  beans,  either  green  or  the 
butter  variety,  should  be  young  and 
tender.  The  finest  quality  are  con- 
splououa  for  theto  long  straight  pods 
and  meaty  waUs.  n  the  pods  are 
ribbed  or  swollen,  they  are  old  and 
past  their  prime  and  will  prove  lo 
be  tough  and  leathery.  String  beans 
should  always  be  crtop  enough  to 
snap  cleanly  and  evenly  when  beat. 
Oreen  garden  peas}  like  beam, 
be  young  and  free  of  any 
bulging  to  the  pod.   it  is  easy  to 
dtotlngutoh  over  -  mature  peas  by 
their  thin,  tough  shells  and  white 
or  silvery  color.   U.sually,  long  poda 
denote  high  quality.    As  in  beans, 
the  pods  should  be  cri^  and  brittle. 
CABB  or  TOMATOB8 
Tomatoes,  which  are  among  the 
tendcrcsi   products   of   the  farm, 
must  be  selected  with  great  care. 
The  best  tomatoes  are  bright  red 
in  color,  globular  o^  heart  shaped, 
with  smooth,  gloeey  aklns.  When 
cut  acrou  or  aUood,  they  should 
show  thick  meaty  waUs  and  well- 
flned  eeed  cavities.  Mtoshapen,  an- 
gular, ribbed  or  scarred  tomatoes 
are  a  poor  buy,  a.s  there  Is  a  heavy 
waste  which  more  tlian  ofT.sets  the 
lower  price  you  pay  for  them.

Plain  Pie  Crust— One  and  one-half 
cups  sifted  soft-wheat  flour,  one 
teaspoon  salt,  Ave  or  six  tablespoons 
fat.  about  two  and  one-half  table- 
spoons water.  Mix  the  flour  and 
salt  and  work  In  the  fat  with  the 
ttpis  of  the  Angers  or  a  fork  or  bto- 
cuit  cutter  When  the  flour  and  fat 
are  "grainy  '  add  the  water  slowty, 
and  use  no  more  than  absolutMf 
necessary  to  make  a  stiff  dough.  OB 
a  lightly  floured  board  ran  out  » 
UtUe  more  than  half  the  dough  int^ 
a  thin  sheet  large  enough  to  iin« 
the  pie  pan.  Pat  the  .sheet  of  dough 
very  lightly  Into  the  pan  so  there 
will  be  rjo  air  bubbles  underneath 
put  In  the  pie  fllling,  and  moisten 
the  rim  of  the  dough  Roll  out  the 
dough  for  the  upper  rru.st.  allowing 
about  a  half  inch  extra  arotind  the 
edge.
